The J ary Acquits Her of 
the Murders. 


The Prosecution Fails to Convince 
It of Probable Cause. 


The Defendant Declines to Make a 


Statement in Court. 


The Judge’s Charge to the Jury—It 
Occapies One Hour and Twenty 
Minates in Consider- 
ation.

NEW BEDFORD, June 20.—(By 
the Associated Press.) At the open- 
ing of the Borden trial this morning, 
Dist.-Atty. Knowlton resumed argu- 
ment on behalf of the commonwealth. 
He addressed himself to the motive 
for the murder, and pointed out the 
enmity of Lizzie toward her step- 
mother as sufficient motive for the 
murder of the latter, and said her 
killing necessitated the killing of her 
father, the stern man who knew of the 
enmity and who loved his dead wife. 
The only way for Lizzie to possibly 
escape punishment lay in killing her 
father. This theory is the only one 
which would consistently account for 
the double murder taking place over 
a period of an hour and a half be- 
tween the acts. 

“The speaker continued by arguing 
that the silk dress produced by the 
defendant was not the dress worn 
at the time of the murder. The two 
versions of the burning of the de- 
fendant’s dress were irreconcilable. 
He discussed the defendant's conduct 
since the murder, and declared that 
the story of the quarrel told by 
Matron Regan, and afterward denied 
by her, about the quarrel between the 
Borden sisters was true. He said 
the production of the hatchet was no 
part of the government's case. “He 
closed with an eloquent appeal to the 
jury. The court here took a recess. 

“fn all your observations,’’ asked the 
attorney, “have you ever heard of an 
attempt to create an alibi which was 
more straining than the circumstances 


of we one? That barn alibi will not 
stand 

He ‘then commented on the old and 
dusty condition of the barn, and the 
fact that the keen-eyed people found no 
traces of a person having been there. 
slow could she avoid getting blood on 
her clothes? The jury could not 
answer, because they were neither 
women nor murderers. It was a singu- 
lar thing that the dress, after being 
kept so long, was burned on that par- 
ticular Sunday. Lizzie had told on Sat- 
urday night that she was accused of 
the crime, and the next morning 
burned the dress. The speaker said 
Mrs. Regan never denied the “You 
gave me away” story under oath. The 
prosecution did not claim they intro- 


-| duced the hatchet with which the mur- 


der was committed. It shows the 
hatchet had been wet and rubbed in 
ashes, and that the blade fitted almost 
miraculously in the holes in the skulls. 


On reassembling, defendant was 
given an opportunity to speak. She 
said: “I am innocent, but I will 
leave my case in your hands and 
with the counsel.” 

Justice Dewey then charged the 


jury. He defined the different de- 
grees of murder, and stated the pre- 
sumption of innocence, increased by 
the defendant's character, must be 
a real and operative motive 

The judge further charged the jury 
to weigh the evidence to see whether 
the defendant's permanent state of 
mind showed a motive for the crimes. 
Every material allegation in the in- 


dictment must be proved beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that is to a moral 
certainty. He compared the direct 


and olrcumstantia] evidence, and said 
the failure to prove an essential fact 
would be fatal. 

Lizzie’s statements about the note 
were discussed at length. He said 
they must be satisfied they were 
felse. Every fact proved must be 
reasonably consistent with guilt. The 
government did not show anybody 
else had an opportunity to. commit 
the crime, but must prove that the 
defendant committed it. The jury 
must reason as to the effect of the 
defendant’s conduct and statements: 
they were not to conclude by expert 
testimony, but were to apply to it 
reasonable judgment. They might 
convict if satisfied that the act was 
done by another party, but that the 
was present and aiding 
and abetting it. The fact that the 
defendant did not testify should not 
influence them against her. 

Judge Dewey, continuing, said the 
government claims that these acts 
come under the head of murder in the 
first degree. The law claims that in 
order to prove this, every claim musi 
be proved beyond a reasonable doubt. 
It is stated that the government pre- 
sents the case on circumstantial evi- 
dence. It is understood by the court 
that the government claimed that the 
essential fact was embraced in the 
note matter, that she made statements 
which she knew were false when she 
was making them; but contemplates the 
possibility of there being an assassin. 
Might he not come upon her when the 
note was at hand and remove it as one 
of the links? In circttmstantial evi- 
dence, unless every link holds good, 
the chain is worthless. 

The jury was asked to bear in mind 
the supposed facts. There was nothing 
to connect the defendant with the 
murder as far as outward appearances 
went. 

At the conclusion of the charge the 
attorneys consulted a few minutes and 
then the jury was allowed to retire. It 
was just 4:40 o'ciock when the specta- 
tors, who kept their seats patiently 
curing the retirement of the jury, no- 
ticed a movement indicating their re- 
turn. A moment later the twelve men 
filed into their seats and polled. Miss 
Borden was asked to stand up, and 
the foreman was asked to return a ver- 
dict, which he announced was -‘‘not 
guilty." Then all the dignity and de- 
ccrum of the courtroom vanished. A 
cheer went up which might have been 
heard half a mile away,’and there was 
no attempt to check it. Miss Borden's 
head went down upon the rail in front 
of her and the tears came. Mr. Jen- 
nings was almost crying, while Dr. 
Adams seemed incapable of speech. As 
soon as possible the room was cleared, 
and when the spectators were finally 
gone Miss Borden was taken to the 
room of ‘the justices and p Seed to re- 
cover her composure, th only the 
eyes of friends upon her, and the caress 
of devoted admirers. At the expiration 
of an hour she was placed in a car- 


riage and driven to the station where 
she took the train for Fall River, her 
home no longer, probably, but still the 
only objeetive point for the immediate 
present,

THEIR HEADS OFF. 


Customs Officials in the Puget Sound 
District Beheaded. 


They Were Found to Be Implicated in 
Chinese and Opium Smuggling— 
Their Successors Ap- 
pointed, 


By Telegraph to The Times. : 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The official heads of 
Patrick H. Winston, United States At- 
torney, Thomas R. Blown, United 
States Marshal, and Andrew Wasson, 
United States Collector at Port Town- 
send, and C. J. Mulkey, United States 
Special Agent, and six special inspee- 
tors of customs in the Puget Sound 
district, all in the State of Washing- 
ton, have fallen into the official hopper 
as the result of reports made to Sec- 
retary Carlisle by Special Treasury 
Agents Wood and Lewis. 

These reports are numerous and cir- 
cumstantial as to details, and tell a 
strong story of one of the most exten- 
sive and successful conspiracies ever 
formed to smuggle Chinese and opium 
into the United States across the far 
northwestern boundary. There has 
been hardly a day for the past two 
months that reports or telegrams have 
not been received at the Treasury De- 
partment from Agents Wood and 
Lewis, and on these reports, officials of 
the Treasury Department have been 
summarily dismissed. The last batch 
of dismissals of customs inspectors 
were made Saturday, but Secretary 
Carlisle thinks the ends of justice may 
be defeated by making public their 
names. These officials, it is charged by 


|} the reports received, have been doing 


a wholesale business for several years 
in connection with private parties in 
Victoria, and permitting opium smug- 
gling either by connivance or other- 
wise. 

Scandals for the past twelve or fif- 
teen years have attached more or less 
to those Officials in the Puget Sound 
district, whose duty it was to guard 
violations of the law as to the illicit 
business of Chinese and opium smug- 
gling into the United States. 

Politics never entered into it, but 
the immense profit in the business 
seems to have corrupted many officials. 
More than two months ago, Agents 


‘Wood and Lewis, new men from the }— 


East, were detailed secretly to investi- 
gate these alleged frauds, with the re- 
sult as stated. Uninfluenced by local 
surroundings or affiliations, they went 
to work and unearthed what was re- 
garded here as one of the greatest con- 
spiracies in which Government officials 
were ever implicated. Not to defeat 
the continuance of the investigation, 
all prominent Government officials 
named were removed by the President, 
and their successors appointed without 
the usual announcements being made. 
The purpose was to keep the public in 


ignorance, that other implicated per- 
sons might be caught. The new men 
appointed in place of those removed 


were: James L. Saunders, Collector at 
Port Townsend; James C. Drake, United 
States Marshal; W H. Brinker. United 
States Attorney. Other removals are 
yet to come, and the matter in due 
course of time will find its way into 
the courts. 


THE HESPER TRAGEDY. 
St. John Convicted of Mate Fitzgerald's 


Murder. 
Saw Francisco, June 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The jury in the 


United States Circuit Court this after- 
noon found Thomas St. John guilty of 
the murder of Mate M. Fitzgerald, of the 
bark Hesper, on January 15, on a voy- 
age from Sydney, New South Wales, to 
Honolulu.

toms were apoplectic and his weight 
was increasing alarmingly. There was 


a stiffness about the limbs that made 
locomotion an exceedingly difficult task. 


His body was fast becoming too heavy 
for his limbs to support. He could take 
the very slightest exercise. Six months 
ago the Senator sent for Dr. Curtis of 
San Francisco. The doctor prescribed 
heroic treatment, but the Senator 
was not ready to undergo drastic meth- 
ods for the reduction of flesh and the 
restoration of his waning strength. 
His apoplectic symptoms increased, and 
his situation hand become such as te 
create serious alarm. a 

About six weeks ago, it was found 
necessary to impose a severely plain 
diet upon him, and since that time his 
sole food has consisted of fried hashed 
meat, with hot water as the only liquid 
accompaniment. The Senator rigidly 
adhered to the severe requirements of 
the physician, and it seemed for a time 
that its results were most beneficial, 
and. might possibly effect a permanent 
cure. The Senator expressed himself 
as much encouraged, and looked fore 
ward hopefully to a time when he 
could devote himself with renewed en- 
ergy to public affairs, and to the come 
pletion of certain educational and other 
benevolent enterprises that were very 
near to his heart. But his 
strength was not __ sufficiently 
great to respond to the demands upon 
it. Its fundamental weakness suddenly 
manifested itself, and he passed quietly 
away tonight. No details of the scenes 
immediately freceding the are 
now obtainable. 

Senator Stanford was inthe best of 
spirits yesterday (Tuesday.) He took a 


drive around his stock farm and seemed . 


as well as ever. He retired shortly after 


10 o'clock, and about midnight his valet, 


going into the Senator’s bedroom, dis 
covered that he was dead. The Sen- 
ator looks perfectly natural as he lies 
in bed, seeming from all appearances 


to be in a deep sleep. His body will be 
embalmed. 


Sketch ot His Life. 

Leland Stanford was born in Water- 
viiet, Albany county, N. Y., on March 
9, 1824. Be was brought up on a farm, 
and when 20 years old began the study 
of law. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1849, and the same year began to 
practice at Port Washington, Wis. In 
1852, having lost his law library and 
other property by fire, he removed to 
California and began mining for gold 
at Michigan Bluff, Placer county, sub 
sequently becoming associated in busi- 
ness with his three brothers, who had 
preceded him to the Pacific Coast. 

In 1856 he removed to San Francisco 
and engaged in mercantile pursuits on 
a large scale, laying the foundations 
of a fortune that has recently been ese 


timated at more than $50,000,000. 
In 1840 he made his entrance 
into public life as a delegate to 


the Chicago convention that nominated 
Abraham Lincoln to the Presidency. 
He was an earnest advocate of a Pa- 
citic railroad, and was elected president 
of the Central Pacific Company when 
it was organized in 1861. The same 
year he was elected Governor of Cali- 


fornia, and served from Decem- 
ber, 1861, to December, 1863. As 
president of the Pacific road he 


superintended its construction over 
the mountains, building 503 miles in 
295 days, and on May 10, 1869, drove 
the last spike at Promontory Point, 
Utah. He also became interested in 
other roads on the Pacific Coast, and 
in the development of the agriculture 
and manufactures of California. 

In 1885 he was elected to the United 
States Senate for the full term of six 
years from March 4, 1886. In memory 
of his only son Mr. Stanford gave the 
State of California $20,000,000 to be use@ 
in founding at Palo Alto a university 
whose curriculum should not only in- 
clude the usual collegiate studies, but 
comprise telegraphy. book-keeping, 
typesetting. typewriting, journalism, 
farming, civil engineering and other 
The 
corner-stone was laid on May 14, 1887, 

Included in the trust fund for the 
maintenance of the university is Mr. 
Stanford's estate at Vina, Tehams 
county, which is the largest vineyarg@ 
in the world. It comprises 30,000 acres, 
3509 of which is planted with bearing 
vines.

The betting ring 
was the most animated place, for every- 
body was anxious to bet on the great 
event. Lamplighter was an even 
money favorite. Banquet was next in 
demand at four. while Mars, Lowlander 
and Pessara were at tens. Twelves 
could be obtained on Dr. Hasbrouck 
and The Pepper. and sixties on Terri- 
and the English horse Iddesileigh. 
An immense amount was wagered on 
the result, and most of it stayed with 
the “bookies.”

BERING SEA ARGUMENT. 


Great Britain's Counsel Has a Tilt With 
the President. 

Paris, June 30.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| Upon the resumption of 
the sitting of the Bering Sea Tribunal 
of Arbitration today Sir Richard Web- 
ster, counsel for _Great Britain, con- 
tinued his argument in support of the 
British case. Proceedings were tem- 
porarily enlivened by the intervention 
of Baron de Coutcel, president of the

United States authorities and by the 
agents of the Alaska Commercial 
Company prior to 1889. These 
persons had, for obvious reasons, Sir 
Richard declared, concealed the real 
state of affairs from the authorities at 


Washington. Inthe course of his re- 
marks, Sir Richard maintained that 


both Great Britain and the United 
States were under moral obligations to 
sanction by legislation whatever regu- 
lations as to the seal fisheries the tri- 
bunal might adopt, but he added that 
this obligation was not legally binding. 
When Sir Richard made this stacement, 
Baron de Couricel interrupted him be- 
fore he could proceed further, and, ina 
sharp tone, said: ‘‘Icannot allow you 
to say that before us. We are conduct- 
ing the session's business. ~ Neither 
country party to this arbitration can 
break the word and reject the award 
made by thistribunal.’’ Sir Richard 
was alittle taken back by the sharp- 
ness of its president’s tone, and 
hastened to explainthat moral obliga- 
gations are as binding as legal ones. 


EDWIN BOOTH’S WILL. 


Various Bequests to Kelatives, Friends 
and Charitable Institutions. 

New York, June 20.—[sSv the Associ- 
ated Pregs.] The will of Edwin Thomas 
Booth, the actor, who died on June 7, 
was filed today. It was executed June 
15, 1892, and leaves the bulk of his 
property to his daughter. The value of 
his personal estate is estimated at 
$605,000. He appointed his friends, 
Elias C. Benedict, William Bispham and 
John H. Magonigle, executors. He 
gives his brother, Joseph A. Booth, 
$10,000; his niece, Marie Booth- 
Douglass, $10,000; his nieces and 
nephews, Aera Clark Morgan, Adrienne 
Clark, Junius B. Booth, Creston Clarke 
and Wilfred Clarke, each $5000: his 
cousins, Charlotte Mitchell of Balti- 
more and Robert Mitchell of North 
Carolina, each $2500: a friend, Mrs. 
Mary Anderson, $5000; friends, John 
H. Magonigle and his wife Catherine, 
$10,000: Mrs. Margaret Devlin, sister 
of Mrs. Catherine Magonigle,. $5000; 
the Actor’s Fund and the Actors’ Order 
of Friendship of the city of New Yopvk, 
also the Actors’ Order of Friendship of 
Philadelphia, the Asylum Fund of New 
York, and the Home for Incurables at 
West Farms, N. Y., each $5000. 

The residue of the estate is left in 
trust with the Central Trust Company, 
as trastees, to be invested. The income 
to be paid to his daughter, Edwina 
Booth-Grossman, during her life. Upon 
her death, the principal is to be divided, 
together with the accumulated income, 
into as many parts as she shall leave 
children. The surviving income shall 
then be paid each child until he or she 
shall arrive at the age af 21 vears, 
when the principal is to be paid over to 
the children.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS, 


Great Northern Makes Another 
Important Cut. 


The Cut Rate Has Now Reached San 
Francisco. 


The Southern Pacific Company Will 
Issue Fewer Passes. 


Condition of the Santa Fe System—Fight- 
ing Against Scales in Kansas— 
General and Local 

Mention. 


The directors of the Southern Pacific 
Company met in San Francisco and 
adopted a formal resolution which is 
likely to cause dismay among employés 
of the road, politicians and others who 
have been in the habit of getting all 
the free passes they wanted. The res- 
olution, whichis thought to mean more 
than it says, is as follows: 

WHEREAS, owing to the numerous and ur. 
gent requests upen our company from va. 
rious sources for free transportation, the 
‘board of directors feel it important, espe- 
cially since our rates have been so greatly 
reduced, that some decided restrictive ac. 
tion should at once betaken ‘to curtail the 
issuance of free passes in all departments; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, that thé officials of the several 
departments of ovr company are, by these 
resolutions, imperatiyely instructed to im- 
mediately restrict e issuance of free 
passes to the lowest possible number con- 
sistent with the basiness requirements of 
the company; and it is further 

Resolved, that a copy of these resolutions 
be furnished for the intormation of each of 
the several officials interested. 

THE FE’S FINANCES. 

President Reinhart, of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad, in an in- 
terview with a New York reporter, is 
quoted as “The Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé Railroad Company, 
strictly speaking, has no floating debt, 
Its current liavilities are more than 
equaled by its current assets and cash 
on hand, and advances to auxiliary com- 
panies are not treated by. us as assets. 
The Atchison company took up the 
floating debts of the St. Lovis and San 
Francisco and Colorado Midland Rail- 
road companies shortly after these 
properties were acquired, and, as is 
well known, changed the same into its 
own notes, to be financed under the 
credit of the parent company at the 
proper time. The amount of these, all 
of which are secured by first-class bonds 
at this time, is $5,900,000 against 
$6,525,000 last year, a decrease of 
$625,000. The $5,900,000 is the to- 
tal floating debt of 9846 miles of rail- 
road, which is amply and safely se- 
cured, and which, when the financial 
atmosphere brightens, will be entirely 
eliminated.” | 

TO SCALE THE SCALES. 

The attorneys of all. the railroads 
operating in Kansas met at Topeka last 
Thursday to agree upon a line of action 
regarding the scale law passed by the 
last Legislature, which provides that 
companies must by July 1 put in plat- 
form scales at every station where 100 
cars of grain, bay or other farm prod- 
ucts were shipped during the past year. 
A failure to comply with the law sub- 
jects the company to a fine of $100 per 
day until the scales are put in, to be 
collected in any of the district courts 
of the State. No. effort, has,er, will be 
made to comply with this law. It would 
cost the companies in Kansas a round 
$1,000,000 and the Santa Fé over 
$100,000. At the meeting of the at- 
torneys it was agreed to fight the law, 
and go in the courts and test its consti- 
tutiomality, on the ground that it im- 
poses an unnecessary and unreasonable 
burden on railroad companies. 

. THE MERRY RATE WAR. 

Cuicaco, June 20.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The Great Northern puta 
knife into the transcontinental rates 
again today by announcing a rate of 
$51 first-class and $338 second class 
from St. Paul to San Francisco. This 
includes berth and meals on the steamer 
from Seattle to San Francisco. This 
will drag the Union Pacific into the 
fight, unless that_ road is prepared to 
sacrifice its Portland business. The At- 
chison today announced it would put 
into effect at once a round-trip rate at 
one and one-third fare from Texas 
points to Chicago. 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC AND CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

New York, June 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| C. P. Huntington says, 
regarding the report that the Canadian 
Pacific began a rate war against the 
Southern Pacific: ‘Our relations with 
the Canadian Pacific are verv pleasant, 
and we expect them tocontinue so. I 
have no information that it has cut 
under our rates toSau Francisco. It 
would not pay it to compete for that 
business. Its line ends way up the 
coast at Vancouver, and it would have 
to transship from there to San Fran- 


cisco. I guess you will find there is no 
trouble. Our folks certainly know of 
none.”’

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND “ORDT- 
nance imposing licenses 
rates thereof in the county 

eles, State of California,’’ adopted 
arch 4, 1893, and to add four new sec- 
tions thereto, to be known as sections 
Twenty-one and one-half, twenty- 


two and one-half, twenty-three and one- 


\ half and twenty-four and one-half. 

The boa of supervisors of the county 
of Los Angeles, state of California, do or- 
dain as follows: 

Section 1. Thgt section three of an 
ordinance entitled “Ordinance imposing 
licenses and fixing rates thereof in the 
county of Los Angeles, state of Califor- 
nia” is amended so as to read as follows: 

. 3% Every person, except as here- 
inafter provided, who, inga saloon, res- 
taurant, drug store or other place, either 
personally or by agent, servant or em- 
loyee, sells, gives or furnishes to others, 
in quantities less than one-fifth of a gal- 
lon, vinous, malt or spiritous liquors, 
shall pay for every saloon, bar, store or 
place, the sum of forty-five dollars per 
quarter; provided that no license shall be 
issued to any such persons under this 
section, until after such persons shall 
have executed a joint and several bond 
to the county of Los Angeles, with not 
less than two sufficient sureties in the 
principal sum of one thousand dollars, 
and such bond shall have been 
with and approved by the board of super- 
visors of said county, which bond shall 
be for the term of one year, and condi- 
tioned that the prinoipal of such bond, 
during the time that he shail continue the 
business specified, not exceeding the term 
of the bond, will pay all license taxes 
imposed on such business by this ordi- 
nance, and that he will conduct such 
business, and the place in or at which 
the same shall be carried on, in conform- 
ity with this ordinance, and with the 
laws of the state of California, and for 
the lawful regulation of such business or 
place; said d and all succeeding ones 
to be renew at the expiration of the 
term therein named, a new one of 
like term, amount, form and effect. If 
at any time in the judgment of the board 
of supervisors, the sureties on such 
bond, or eithér of them, become insuffi- 
cient the said may require the 
principal to execute a new bond with 
sufficient sureties in like form an 
amount as the first bond; and if he fails 
to do so within ten days after the mail- 
ing of written notice to him of such re- 
quirement, stating the reason therefor, 
the said board may revoke the license 
issued, and the license fee thereunder 
aid shall be forfeited to the county. 
if at any time it shall appear to the. 
satisfaction of the board of supervisors, 
after having given the principal a rea- 
sonable notice and opportunity to be 
heard, that he has violated any of the 
conditions of his bond, the boa may at 
once revoke his license and declare his 
bond forfeited; provided that, in incorpor- 
ated cities and towns where a license tax 
is imposed for carrying on such busi- 
ness, no such bond shall be required. 

Sec. 2. Section eighteen of said ordi- 
mang is amended so as to read as fol- 
ows:

A BRUTAL REMARK. 


Gratuitous Insult to Union Pensioners © f 
by Poindexter Dunn, 


The ex-Congressman from Arkansas Woald 
Not Mave Cared if Veterans Had 
Been Killed in the Ford 
Theater Accident.

“It's too bad’ I wouldn't have cared so 
much if they had been pensioners inet 
of the poor clerks.’ These words were 
spoken Friday afternoon by ex-Congress 
man Poindexter Dunn, whois a member of 
the commission which was appointed by 
John G. Carlisle tne Secretary of the 
Treasury, to investigate the workings of 
the New York Customhouse and the Ap 
praiser’s stores. The statement was 
called forth by bisa listening to the reading 
ofthe early dispatches from Washington 
telling of the horrible disaster which took 
place there. Mr. Dunn wasnot excited 
when he made this statement. He was as 
cool as if he were ordering his dinner, and 
he used the words as if he were accustomed 
to make such statements: 

There was a secret session of the Custom- 
house Investigating Commission Friday, 
which lasted until after 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, when a recess for luncheon was 
taken. Previous to this several newspaper 
men had sent their cards to the actiag 
chairman of the commission, Daniel Ma- 
gone,and he had sent word for them te 
walt. Whenthe recess came three news- 
paper men went into the meeting-room. 
Everyone of the commissioners present 
knew that the visitors represented news- 
papers. Wallace MacFarlane. the attorney 
tor the commission, waa reading the ace 
count of the accident in Washington in am 
evening paper to Commissioners Magone | 
and Dunn. When the reporters joined the 
group Mr. Duan asked one of them for 
what the old theater building was used 
The reporter told him. Then the commis 
sioners spoke slurringly of the pensioners, 
ending with the statement: 

“It's too bad' I wouldn't have cared soe 
much if they had been pensioners instea@ 
of the poor clerks.’ 

Every one in the room was struck # 
most speechless by thisremark. Mr. Mae 
gone looked at the speaker with amazes 
ment. and Mr. MacFarlane an4c. 
lin, the Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, who had by this time joined the groupy 
seemed to be dismayed. The Commis- 
sioner did not seem to be in the least dis 
turbed. His high hat wason the back of 
his head. and his hands were in his trous

Mr, Dunn then appeared to realize that 
he had said something which he shonld 
not have said, and he winked hard at the 
reporters and drawied out, **Well, [ haven’s 
said it,’’ 

But to justify him in the brutal states 
ment which he had made, Mr. Dunn ¢omi- 
pared the pension list to Mark Twain's 
story of the Mississippi River. The poiat 
of this story is that the river most be just 
so long anyway. and as it gradually % 
becoming straight, in one hundred 
fifty years or so “it will hang over the Guif 
of Mexico like a fish pole.” At this potnt 
the conversation was changed to the doings 
of the commissioners during the secret 
session. 

Mr. Dunn comes from Arkansas. He was 
the last man regularly appointed to the 
Investigation Commission before Wallace 
MacFarlane was put on to relieve Charlies 
S. Fairchild of the burden of doing the 

work of the investigation. Mr. Dunn came 


originally from North Carolina. But 
his father moved from there to Ala 
bama in 1836. Mr. Dunn was edu- 
cated in Alabama and at the Jack- 


son College at Columbia, Tenn., from which 
he was graduated in 1854. In 1956 Mr. 
Dunn moved to Arkansas, and two years 
later he was elected a member of the Ar- 
kansas Legislature. Until 1861 he was @ 
cotton planter. When the war bréke out 
he enlisted inthe Confederate army an@ 
served with it during most of the war. 
Two years after the war Mr. Duns 
branched out as a lawyer. He has prac- 
ticed at the bar of his State ever since, ex- 
cept when he was in Congress. In both 
1872 and 1876 he was a Presidential 
elector on the Democratic ticket. He has 
served several times in Congress, begia- 
ning with the Forty-sixth Congress. It was 
then that he became acquainted with John 
G. Carlisle. 

Mr. Dunn isa man who speaks slowly 
and distinctly, weighing each word before 
it is uttered, and it was only on Thursday 
that he insulted Appraiser Cooper by ask- 
ing him ifadead manranthe Appraiser’s 
stores. 


The same paper of the same date also 
contained the following editorial para- 
graph: 

Poindexter Dunn is on the road to last- 
ing notoriety. The $10 a dav whieb he 
has been drawing from the treasurv while 
in this city will prove to have been hardly 
earned money. 

P. Dunn lives in Los Angeles when 
he is at home, having removed to this 
city from Arkansas some three or four 
years ago, and when he returns may 
vouchsafe some explanation of his bad 
break. The venemous remark was 
wholly uncalled for and altogether um 
justifiable, and no denial will help mats 
ters, at least, so far as he is concerned

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The Financial Situation—lMow the 
Principal Banks Stand. 

The financial flurry which has been 
disturbing the Bast, and which last 
week reached adjacent counties, made 
itself felt yesterday in Los Angeles. 
Two of the smaller banks closed their 
doors and there was more or less of a 
run on several others. ; 

On Monday The Times published a 
lengthy review of the condition of the 
Los Angeles banks, showing their re- 
markably sound condition, as a whole. 
In the course of that article the follow- 
ing sentence occurred: 

“Even should some sporadic case of 
Yemporary embarrassment occur, 
through the prevailing stringency in 
the great money centers, it would not 
in any degree affect the truth of this 
statement.” 

This is true. 

In times of excitement there are al- 
ways people who lose their senses. 
When the cry of “Fire” is raised in a 
public hall, there is always a mad rush, 
and many lives are needlessly sacri- 
eed. The barks of Los Angeles—take 
them as a whole—are as solid as the 
banks of the most favored city in the 
United States. In fact, there is not a 
city in the United States that can make 
such a favorable showing in regard to 
banking business as that of Los An- 
geles. Here is @ digest of. the percent- 
age of increase in bank clearings, dur- 
{ng three periods, in the United States, 
in San Francisco'and in Los Angeles: 
Per cent of increase. U.S. S.F. L.A.

What city in the United States can 
make a similar showing” 

It is not surprising that illiterate 
people, of small means, who have 
saved up a few hundred dollars as the 
result of years of hard work and 
frugality, should become alarmed 
when they overhear wild talk on the 
streets: but men of intelligence—busi- 
ness men—should know better. 

There is no bank in the world that 
could’.stand a run, if all the de- 
positors demanded their money = at 
once. How is the bank to earn ex- 
penses, if it keeps all the money 
locked up in its vaults? How many 
merchants, who carry a_ stock of 
$250,000 and owe $25,000, could pay 
that amount on demand” 

The unreasoning, sheep-like char- 
acter of this run is seen by the fact 
that in some cases money was with- 
drawn by depositors from bank No. 
1 and placed in bank No. 2. whence 
it was carried through the back door, 
as a loan to the bank from which it 
was withdrawn! 

The people of Los Angeles should 
keep their wits about them. Our 
banks are solvent: but they must 
have a chance to pay out. A cow 
will give a lot of milk in the course 
of a year. but vou can drain her 
dry in a day, and then get only a 
bucketful. 


The Genius of American Institu- 
tions. 

It has often been said, by those not 
familiar with the actual condition of 
affairs in this State, that “California is 
a good place fer the rich man, but bo 
Place for the poor man.’ But this 
Statement is net well sustained by 
facts, for the conditions of life are such 
here that it may be regarded as the 


most desirable of all lands for the la-'| 


boring classes. In no other section of 
the country is labor better paid, and 
toil of all kinds more generously re- 
quited than in this Golden State of the 
West. And. in addition this, na- 
ture is more friendly to man here than 
in most quarters of the globe. There 
are ne rigorous Winters for him to con- 


lo 


tend with, d¢manding a large outlay 
for arid things necessary for 
Warmth. The cost of the actual neces- 
Saries of life are not much, if any, 
Ereater than in older communities, so 
that if a man is industrieus and 
thrifty in his habits there seems to | 
be no good reason why he should not 
live comfortably and yet lay by some- 
thing for a rainy dav. 

It is an encouraging. financial show- | 
ing which California makes. for her 
laboring classes. As stated by Gov. 
Markham in his address at Chicago. 
published in vesterday’s Times. we 
have in our savings banks about $133.- 
000.0%, and the Bank Commisioners es- 
timate that two-thirds of this amount 
belongs to the laboring «lasses, Our | 
building and Joan associations have at 
least $33,000.00, which also belongs 
largely. to the working men of this 
great commonwealth. This surely does 
not look as if the laboring classes have 


no future, or have any strong grounds 
for aggressive discontent. One would 
infer that the door was wide open for 
their advancement and that with per- 


sistent industry on their part. and 
-proper avoidance un-American 
methods ‘which antagonize capital. 
there is nothing to prevent their en- 
joyment of their due share of the pros- 


perity and progress of the State. There 
is no legitimate warfare between Lalwr 
and Capital. The one is as essentia! 
to the public weal as the other. Lar} 
supplements the other and each is an 
equal factor of strength in the grea: 
whole. 

This jealousy of Capital is not a prod. 
uct of American soil. It springs from 
@he breast of those who in foreign 
Sands have been bound down to pitiless 
And unrequited toil for generation after 
generation. They have grown hopeless 
and desperate. They have nurtured 
this sense of injustice and hatred from 
tHeir cradies. They drank it in with 


their mothers’ milk—the mothers who 
toiled in harvest fields yoked with 
dumb cattle, or who in the shops la- 
bored from sunrise to sunset for the 
mere pittarice of a few pennies for the 
long hours of daily toil. It has come to 
our shores from the hovels and the 
mines and the prisons of Europe, and 
seized upon the unthinking of our la- 
boring classes like an epidemic. Reason 
has been swept aside and prejudice 
alone has been given sway. To be 
rich, to acquire fortunes in a day, to 
dictate terms to Capital, making it the 
slave instead of the friend and co-equal 
partner of Labor, Has been the dream 
of the alien agitator—the ‘‘walking del- 
egate’’*—as he has roamed abroad sow- 
ing the seeds of discontent and strife 
among American workmen. It is not 
love of his kind that moves him, but 
a mean jealousy of the success which 
others have won through honest but 
persistent endeavor. He does not meet 
here the grinding oppression too com- 
mon in the old world; the American 
laborer is a sovereign, and from the 
tow-path of the canal, or from the tan- 
ner’s shed he may climb higher than a 
king—even to the Chief Magistracy of 
this free Republic. He may make the 
laws which govern him, and through 
them find all of his wrongs righted, 
without resort to strikes or violence; 
| atid, working industriously, he may add 
weekly to his bank deposits and be- 
come, instead of the laborer, the cap- 
italist of tomorrow. 

Still another advantage the 
American laborer. In our public 
schools and colleges his children are 
the equals of the children of the rich, 
and there they may fit themselves for 
any position in life that they prove 
themselves capable of filling. The trade 
or the calling of the father need not 
necessarily be that of the son. From 
the log cabin to the White House is 
not a step unknown to American his- 
tory, and among the sons of the work- 
ingmen of today there may be many 
who shall yet take this step. 

The genius of American’ institutions 
is such that there need be no bar to 
men's aspirations, but still the best 
motto for the American citizen who 
would achieve greatness is, ‘“‘Learn to 
labor and to wait.” “All things come 
to him who waits."" Every man in free 
America is the architect of his own for- 
tunes, and if he works wisely and 
builds slowly. and patiently success is 
sure to come, for no tyrant can, unhin- 
dered, fasten his voke upon any neck, 
and no despotic, aristocratic class can 
compel to unrequited toll.

Pay Your Small Debts. 

A remedy for hard times is§ given by 
a contributor to the Richmond (Va.) 
Dispatch. He says when times are 
hard and money scarce there is an in- 
stinctive disposition to make it an ex- 
cuse to put off paying little bills and 
a dislike on the part of most people to 
pay a part of a bill. Many years ago 
(of course it was under a Democratic 
administration, for they are the kind 
to produce hard times) a man went to 
court in one of the southside counties 
of Virginia with a $10 bill. As soon as 
he arrived on the ground he paid it 
on a debt he owed. The person receiv- 
ing it happened to owe another by- 
stander, and he another, so that the 
same bill paid $30 in one minute. This 
created an interest in the matter and 
they began to watch the career of the 
bill, and before night the one bill had 
settled over $100 worth of indebtedness 
which would otherwise have remained 
unsettled. 


Where will the next generation get 
its paper from? It is estimated that 
the daily editions of the New York 
World use, every day, all the pulp that 
can be obtained from seven acres of 
average spruce forest, and the amount 
of pulp used each day in the United 
States requires 2200 cords of spruce 
wood, or 1,700,000 feet. of spruce logs 
every twenty-four hours. If the big 
Sunday papers keep growing bigger, 
it won't take the forests long to dis- 
appear. Meantime the Los Angeles 
Times will go right on helping to ‘“‘chaw 
up” the tall timber. 


The. City Council was upon its met- 
tle on Monday, and decided to make 
the street railroad people run cars on 
schedule time, or pull up such tracks 
as are not regularly used. There is no 
doubt that there has been too much 
imposition practiced on the citizens in 
the past, by companies which have ac- 
quired valuable. franchises and held 
them for speculation. In the case of 
the cable company’s tracks, the pend- 
ing readjustment with the electric com- 
pany may be an excuse for the delay 
in complying with the franchise. 


Apparently every possible device to 
arouse the flagging interest of readers 
had been exploited by the sensational 
papers of the country, but now comes 
the Examiner, with an offer of $25 to 
the reader who furnishes the best the- 
oretical solution of the Borden murder 
case. Such stimulants to newspaper 
circulation may help, once in a while, 
but they soon pall on the appetite of 
newspaper readers, if set_ before them 
too often. Itis the paper that steadily, 
week in and week out, prints all the 
news which wins in the long run. 


“What shall we do with our crimi- 
nals?’ inquires a sympathetic philan- 
thropist. It is a question easily solved. 
Catch them, try them, and mete out 
unsparing justice to them. If convic- 
tion and punishment were not so uncer- 
tain crime would not be so rampant. 
It is the hope-of escaping his just de- 
serts that makes the offender so bold. 
But let punishment be sure and crime 
would be less daring. ‘All that a man 
hath will he give for his life,”’ is as 
true now as it was nineteen hundred 
years ago.

CLOSED ‘DOORS. 
The City and Usiversity Banks 
Suspend Payment. 


Both of the Institutions are Claimed 
to Be Solvent. 
The Officers Declare That Depositors 
Will Be Paid in Full. 


Othor Banks Meet All pDemnaods Made 
Upou Them—Rans on the Los An- 
geles and First National 
Successfally Met. 


The City Bank on Spring street, be- 
tween First and Second streets, yester- 
day morning posted. the following no- 
tice on its doors: . 

“Owing to the stringency of the 
money market this bank has deemed it 
for the interest of its depositors to 
temporarily suspend. The depositors 
‘will be paid in full.” 

Instantly a crowd gathered around, 
mostly spectators, and the general 
financial situation was discussed, pro 
and con. In a short while the crowd 
grew less, but a few stil] loitered, evi- 
dently depositors, who would, wander 
up to the door of the’ bank, read the 
notice again and then retire to the 
curb or some adjacent stairway. Pass- 
ers-by were attranted hy the notice, 
and, after stopping-te cast a momen- 
tary glance at it, would mutter some- 
thing about banks’ and ‘go 
about their business: At no time dur- 
ing the day was there_a Jarge or clam- 
orous crowd in front of the suspended 
bank. Everybody seemed to take the 
affair in a perfect matter-of-fact way. 


and many large depositors came around 


at different times during’ the day and 
by their cheerful expressions manifested 
their faith in the promise that all de- 
positors will be paid in full. 

For several days there have. been 
rumors of the City* Bank's weakhess 
and inability to stand- anything like a 
run. The general good standing of all 
the other banks and the belief that 
they would help one another in case of 
trouble served to delay the inevitable. 
But yesterday it came. 

A Times reporter “interviewed John 
S. Park, the cashier ef the suspended 
bank, yesterday afternoon. President 
Childress was absent atthe ‘time, but 
Mr. Park said there was nothing to 
hide, and spoke very freely to the re- 
He said there was quite a 
heavy demand on the bank Monday, 
and that night it wagr@etermined by 
the bank officials that S6tmething must 
be done. President A. DeChildress and 
Directors R. G. Lunt and J. J. Schal- 
lert thereupon visited the clearing- 
house meeting, in session at the time. 
They asked for a loan of $25,000 and of- 
fered good collateral* asr:security.. The 
members of the clearing-house seemed 
perfectly satisfied and the three gentle- 
men left feeling perfectly secure that 
the necessary aid would. be forthcém- 
ing on the morrow. Yesterday morn- 
ing, however, Mr. Park said, Mr. 
Childress visited the cJearing-house to 
get the $25,000, but, f@ some season or 
other, the money w not forthcoming. 
On the return of Mr. Childress, empty- 
handed, the bank was closed and the 
notice posted, as before stated. 

Mr. Park stated further that a re- 
ceiver had been applied for, and as 
soon as he is appointed and _ takes 
charge of affairs a statement will be 
compiled and made public. At pres- 
ent, Mr. Park said, the board of direc- 
tors claim that the bank will pay dol- 
lar for dollar, anft, as-

came general, the real excitement of 
the day began, People semed to make 
no to-do over the real suspensions of 
two of the smaller banks, but seemed 
to worry themselves a great deal over 
two of the larger and  confessedly 
strong banks of this city. Seared de- 


| positors were to be met in alt the banks, 


but in many cases on seeing BO excite- 
ment around the’ doors, returned their 
bank-books ta their sockets’ and left 
for home. 

The Los Angeles National, at the cor- 
ner of First and Spring streets, and the 
First Nationalon Main street, opposite 
Temple, seemetl_the especial prey of the 
scared depositors. 

A crowd gathered in front of the 
Los Angeles National, between 10 and 
11 o'clock in the morning, and soon 
formed into line, which wags kept up 
until the closing hour. \The: doors of 
the bank were Wi@e Open) ahd the staff 
of clerks were kept buty looking up ac- 
counts and handing dut*the cash. Every 
depositor who made a demand for his 
money was paid. 

The corner, usually one of the most 
frequented in the city, was crowded in 
the morning with curious pedestrians 
and idle spectators, who helped to swell 
the number #¢€--people to such an ex- 
tent that it became necessary for the 
police to keep the crowd moving. The 
depositors’ line was kept ageinst the 
building in the afternoon, and othefs, 
who had no business in the neighbor- 
hood, soon saw the justice of the moye 
and kept t vout-of~ tire way. 


The run on the bank, however, was 
kept up steadily until the closing hour. 
In the early part of the afternoon Maj. 


Bonebrake, the president of the bank, 


came out on the front steps and said to 
the people in line: “‘Gentlemen, don't 
be excited; there is plenty of money 
in the bank to pay every depositor ‘in 
full. Don’t crowd; everybody will be 
paid who demands his money.” 

This seemed to reassure the crowd 
somewhat, but those having gained 
places in the line were loath to give up, 
s0 they kept pushing to the front. 
When the front doors were closed at 3 
o'clock, those inside were attended to 
as soon as possible, while the remain- 
der of the line soon dispersed. In less 
than five minutes the corner presented 
its usual every-day appearance, and no 
one would have thought that an all- 
A run had been in progress on that 
spot. 

To show that the heavy depositors 
retained confidence in the bank, it 
may be stated that the treasurer of the 
Southern California Railroad Company 
made his regular daily deposit, 
amounting to nearly $15,000, about noon 
yesterday, when the run was heaviest, 
and expects to do the same today. 

AT THE FIRST NATIONAL. | 

The next largest run was on the 
First National Bank. A smaller 
crowd was outdoors than “would have 
been the case were the accommoda- 


tions of less capacity inside. The 
large staff of clerks behind = the 
lunch-counter-like elongated desk 


were able to handle the crowd easily. 
Every demand was promptly paid, 
and many depositors came out with 
their money in their pockets but with 
a don’t-know-what-to-do-with-it  ex- 
pression on their faces. Some gravi- 
tated back and redeposited it, others 
took their money to different banks, 


while the remainder went home with: 
the coin to find a place of safe- 


keeping. No statement was~ made 
by any of the officials of the bank, 
but it was patent to any unpartial 
observer that almost as much money 
was being deposited -by business men 
and others as was being paid out 
to scared depositors. 3 Ae 
AT THE OTHER BANKS. 

“At the other banks the excitment 
was decidedly less noticeable. At 
the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank a 
few doors away quite a number of 
people thronged the counters all day, 
but it was authoritatively stated that 
over one-hundred and fifty new ac- 
counts had been opened at the bank 


vesterday. A few people drew out 
their money, but President Hellman 
said to the Times reporter in the 


afternoon that the bank was taking 
in a great deal more than it was pay- 
ing out. In the Los Angeles Sav- 
ings Bank, next door to the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’, there was no ap- 
preciable excitement 

At the Southern California Savings 
Bank, on the corner of Spring and 
Court streets, a few anxious people 
were inside, but a. sturdy policeman 
kept the street crowd moving. Depos- 
itors were required to give the legal 
notice, which some of them did. Others 
took their bank-books and left. 

A visit to all the other banks in the 
city revealed nothing much out of the 
ordinary. All were seemingly doing a@ 
little more business than usual, but 
otherwise it would be difficult to re- 
alize the fact that anything was amiss 
in the financial situation. 

Of course there were rumors during 
the afternoon of this bank and that 
bank closing its doors, but all such re- 
ports were found to be absolutely un- 
true. 

There is undoubtedly plenty of money 
among the banks, and any reasonable 
demands will be promptly met. Stories 
of large sums of gold having been 
brought down from San Francisco were 
freely heard and had a most reassuring 
effect. Investigation revealed the fact 
that this money had actually arrived in 
this city and was used by the banks in 
fortifying themselves.

THE COURTS. 


Ballona Improvement Company’s 
Injunction Suit. 


They Object to Having the Railroad. 
Taken Up. 


Lengthy Agreement Upon Which the 
. Cause is Based. 


Slow Day in Court and but Little Done 

by the Superior Jadges— Bens 

Must Pay for His Wife's Sup- 
port—New Salts, 


Yesterday was a slow day in the 
courts, the time in nearly all the 
Superior Departments being ocupied 
in the closing up of minor ahd un- 

portant cases. Late in the after- 


ing in the case of the Ballona Harbor 
Improvement Company vs. the Cali- 
fornia Southern Railway Company, 
and this was on trial at the closing 
of court. The purpose of the im- 
provement company in bringing the, 
suit originally was to compel the de- 
fendants’ to run trains over the Bal- 
lona branch of their rgad or give 
up rights thereto, and secure an in- 
junction preventing them from tear- 
ing up the track., When the Ballona 
Harbor project was first agitated 
some five years ago, the railroad 
people, like a great many others, 
‘were firm believers in the ultimate 
success of the enterprise. 
offered liberal inducements to build a 
branch to Ballona from this city, and 
did se during the height of the boom 
days. For some timeafter the road 
| was built the prospects continued to 
| look very bright, and several trains 
|each day were run to and from the 
‘little resort. The improvement com- 
| pany first went to work and dredged 
| the channel, which led into the in- 
land lake protecting it by piling and 
planking, and then they turned their 
attention to the inner body of water. 
and attempted to increase the depth 
there sufficiently to allow a re- 
munerative shipping business to be 
carried on, but for some reason or 
other they failed, at least work was 
soon suspended there, when those 
interested began to look dubious as 
to the future of the harbor, travel 
on the railway began to fall off. Not 
being able to make expenses the rail- 
road company proceeded to abandon 
the Ballona’ branch, but afterward 
incorporated a portion of the line 
into their Santa Monica and Redondo 
lines. It seems, at least the plaintiff 
in the case claimed that when the 
Ballona Harbor Imyrovement Com- 
pany and the California Southern 
Railway Company entered into their 
original agreement, the latter sub- 
scribed and assented to the condi- 
tion that if they became party to any 
pooling contract with other roads or 
transportation lines a forfeiture of 
the road was to work as a penalty: 
So, in adition to the injunction asked 
for, the improvement company held 
that judgment of forfeiture of the 
road should be declared in_ their 
favor on the grounds that such a 


contract was entered into by the 
California Southern Railway Com- 
pany, and that they had lost the 


right by so doing to the road. To 
establish this fact Capt. Ainsworth of 
the Redondo Company sub- 


poenaed as a witness yesterday, he 
produced in substantiation of his oral 
evidence the following , which, ‘aside 
from its important bearing on the 
case, possesses interest as a matter 
of news: 

“MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT 
entered into this 30th day i of 
March, 1892, between the Redondo 
Railway Company, first party, South- 
ern California Railway Company, sec- 
ond party, Southern Pacific Company, 
third party, Los Angeles Terminal Rail- 
way, fourth party, Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship. Company, fifth party, and Wil- 
mington Transportation Company, sixth 
party, having in view the adoption and 
maintenance of reasonable rates be- 
tween San Francisco, Hueneme and in- 
termediate points on the one hand, and 
Los Angeles, via ports Redondo and 
Pedro on the other. 

“It is mutually agreed that freight 
rates between points covered in para- 
graph one, also between Los Angeles 
on the one hand, and Redondo and San 
Pedro on the other, are to be made only 
by consultation and agreement; and it 
is further provided that interchange of 
freight tariffs and special-rate notices, 
or rules and conditions affecting such 
rates, shall be made. 

“Unless otherwise agreed, through 
rates shall’ be made on basis of com- 
bination of current Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company tariffs and specials (New- 
port rates,) current rail tariffs and 
specials to and from Redondo and San 
Pedro on the one hand, Los Angeles on 
the other, and current all-rail tariffs 
and specials toand from San Francisco 
on the one hand, and Los Angeles on 
the other. 

“The line performing the service be- 
tween Los Angeles on the one hand, Re- 
dondo and San Pedro respectively on 
the other, shall réport its gross freight 
earnings, except earnings accruing on 
cement, coal, coke, lumber and _ its 
‘products, pig iron, shale and fire brick, 
earnings thus reported to be distrib- 
uted as follows: 

“On freight traffic: Forty-five (45) per 
cent. to the port of San Pedro, fifty- 
tive (55) per cent. to the port of Re- 
dondo. 

“The line performing the passenger 
service, covering through business, be- 
tween Tos Angeles on the one hand, 
and Redondo and San Pedro on the 
other, shall repert its gross passenger 
earnings, Same to be distributed as fol- 
lows: 

“On passenger traffic: Forty-five (45) 
per cent to the port of Redondo, fifty- 
five (55) per cent to the port of San 
Pedro. 

‘Southern’ Pacific Company, third 
party, to arrange the subdivisions at 
San Pedro,with the Los Angeles Ter- 
minal Railway, and the Redondo Rail- 
way Company, first party, to arrange 
the subdivision at Redondo with the 
Southern California Railway. second 
party. 

“The respective auditors of either 
party to have the privilege of checking 
the others’ billing covering earnings 
thus distributed. 

*‘Neither party shall permit the issu- 
»ance of passes, reduced rate tickets, 
mileage or other modified excess of 
baggage rates weighing incorrectly, 
classification, wrong. description of 
freight, or any. other device or undue 
influence of whatsoever kind, for the 
purpose of securing freight or passenger 
traffic. 

“The spirit of this understanding is 
that the workings of the parties hereto 
shall be in harmony and in unison, 
as against other and outside influences, 
and, so far as can be lawfully, other 
and competing lines shall be debarred 
from rates and privileges accorded 
hereunder. | 

“It is further understood and agreed 
that on freight delivered or received 
at San Diego by vessels other than the 
Pacific Coast Steamship, Company's 
vessels, or vessels from Atlantic or 
foreign parts, full tariff rates shall be 
charged between Los Angeles and San 
Diego. plus switching at San Diego, 
and full wharfage, as far as controlled 
by the Southern California Railway 
Company, shall be charged. . 

“It is the,intention of this agreement 
that the rates from ship's side, San 
Diego, to Los Angeles, on the commod= 
ities named in fourth paragraph. shall 
be fifty (50) per cent. above the cost 
from ship's side at Redondo or San 
Pedro to Los Angeles. 

“It is further agreed and understood 
that, for the purpose of having harmo- 
nious action, the resident Los Angeles

hereto will have weekly meetings, at 
which will be given opportunity of pre 
senting to all members any accusation 
or representation that the practice of 
either is not in aecord with .this gen- 
eral understanding.

~ “Passenger rates between points cov- 
ered herein are to be made only by 
consultation and agreement, and it ‘is 
further provided that imterchange of 
passenger tariffs, special-rate motices, 
charter notices, or rules and conditions 
affecting such rates, shall be made. 
Current rates and rules to remain in 
effect until all interested unite in rec- 
ommending change. 

“The second party agrees and under- 
takes to control the McFadden line, 
between Newport and Santa Ana, in 
such manner as to exclude said line 
from participation in Los Angeles traf- 
fic, freight and passenger. 

“The foregoing will abrogate all pre- 
vious agreements and understandings 
in conflict herewith, and will be in full 
force and effect from the first.day 
of April, 1892, until the 3ist day of 
December, 1892, subject, however, to 
the right of any pasty to revise or ter- 
minate this agreemgnt by giving each 
of the other parties notice in writing, 
at least thirty days prior to the time of 
its intention to terminate this agree- 
ment.’’ 

The agreement was frepresented as 
being signed by regular officers of the 
respective companies, and alleged to 
come under the head of the pooling 
contract referred to. In the event of 
the contract being declared unobjec- 
tionable, the plaintiff may introduce 
other grounds upon which to found’ a 
plea for the injunction.

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MORE HELP N EEDED. 


The Delivery of the Mails Very 
Seriously Impeded. 


Letter Carriers Now Work but Eight 
Hours Day, and, in Consequence, 
an Increase of the Clerical 
Force is Necessary. 


The recent rule of the Postoffice De- 
partment by which carriers are re- 
quired to be employed but eight hours 
per day, is causing a serious delay in 
the delivery of the matis in this city. 

Up to date the carriers have been in 
the habit of assisting materially in the 
clerical work of the office. They would 
attend to the stamping of letters re- 
ceived, and in various ways help in the 
‘arranging and distribution of mail mat- 


- ter, thus relieving the clerks employed 


in the office to such an extent as to 
greatly facilitate the work of delivery. 

According to a recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, a car- 
rier must be paid extra for any time in 
excess of eight. hours per day, Sor 
which he may be employed. _ 


This leaves the matter in such shape 


that the carriers practically have noth- 
‘ing to do beyond the delivering of the 
mail given them. While they work but 
eight hours daily the clerks within the 
Office must work from ten to twelve 
hours or mare in order to keep the 
work done up to date. 

_ Even by doing this it is some of the 
time found impossible to keep up with 


the business,.and the postmaster, the |’ 


assistant postmaster or the steno- 
grapher have to assist. 
is of course hinders the executive 
work of the office, which the postmas- 
ier or the assistant postmaster has. to 
see to. 

There is necessarily a considerable de- 
lay in the delivery, and, though as 
many trips are made by the carriers to 
the business part of the city as be- 
fore, the residence portions have to be 
limited to one trip per day. 

A great many complaints are being 

received. but it is found impossible, un- 
der existing circumstances, to give a 
better service. It is stated that a re- 
quest for additiona help in this city has 
heen met by a reply from the Govern- 
ment authorities to the effect that this 
city already costs more for its postof- 
fice work than others of its class. 
- The territory in which mail is to be 
delivered by the carriers is so large 
that it has been found necessary to 
take away one of them from the East 
Side. 

San Francisco, it is claimed, has a 
greater number of carriers in propor- 
tion to population than Los Angeles has 
and when the large area covered by 
this city is considered, it is not to be 
‘wondered at that it is difficult to fur- 
nish & good delivery service with the 
force of carriers at present employed. 

Another matter in connection with 
this is that when the large number of 
Visitors, expected here during the com- 
ing autumn ahd winter, have arrived. 
the amount of received will 
be greatly increased. If the mail can- 
not be advantageously handled with the 
force at present employed, it is a mat- 
ter of speculation as to how the in- 
creased volume of matter will be dis- 
posed of. 

The carriers say that the newspaper 
mail is an important item here, be- 
cause so many people from the East 
‘have newspapers mailed to them, and 
the proportion of papers to letters is 
greater than In any other city.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


No Change in the Finaacial Situation— 
Confidence Increasing. 

The financial situation in this city shows 
little change, confidencein the three banks 
increasing rather than becoming shaky. 
They are solid institutions, and, had it not 
been for the failures throughout the 
West, there is every reason to believe 
that the closing of the Riverside Banking 
Company's doors would not have caused a 
ripple ‘in financial circles in this city. As 
it is, there has been no excitement, no runs 
upon the other banks, and the little money 
withdrawn has been to meet obligations in- 
curred in the usual transactions ot busi- 
ness. Deposits have beeu rather heavier 
than usual through sales ot oranges being 
realized upon. The work of examining 
into the affairs of the closed bank was com- 
pleted by Commissioner A. Gerberding on 
Monday, and that evening his report went 
forward to the Attorney-General, into 
whose hands it will probably be placed this 
(Wednesday) morning. What ‘that report 
contained cannot be made public until the 
Attorney-General acts. What steps will 
now be taken here no one knows, as the 
whole matter is in the hands of the Attor- 
ney-General. There will, however, be a 
meeting of the directors, depositors and 
creditors this morning in accordance with 
the following resolution passed at the ses- 
sion of the directors held on Monday: 

‘Resolved, that a meeting of the depos- 
itors and creditors of this bank be called 
for Wednesday. June 21, .1893, at 10 
o'clock a.m., at the Y.M.C.A, Hall, River- 
side, Cal., to confer together in regard to 
the present suspension, and to take such 
action as will be most beneficial todepos- 
itors and creditors.” 

It is probable that at this meeting noth. 
ing furthercan be done than discuss the 
situation, other action depending upon in- 
structions from the Attorney-General. Mr. 
Gerberding will remain in the city await- 
ing orders from headquarters, 

Atthe meeting of the directors of the 
Orange Growers’ Bank everything in that 
institution was shown to be in tip-top finan- 
cial condition, and the regular semi-annual 
dividend of 4 per cent. was declared, pay- 
able July 1. There is now nothing about 
the financial situation in Riverside which 
should cause any alarm whatever.

The printers state that the cause of the 
trouble lies in their failing to get any pay 
for the two weeks ending last Sunday 
morning. Monday was the second pay-day 
in which they faiied to receive their pay. 
and they refused to work longer without 
money. The Courier Company is finan: 
cially embarrassed just now, but it was 
thought that arrangements would be made 
Tuesday morning by which it would be 

ossible to continue the publication regu: 

arly. The members of the company have 
met with several reverses recently, which 
have been very aggravating and embar- 
rassing. The hope is generally expressed 
that all obstacles may be overcome and 
publication continue regularly.

The Regular Weekly Meeting of the 
: Commissioners. 


Ex-Officer Bosqal Files a Detailed State- 
ment and Again Aske for a Hear- 
ing—Saioon Licenses 
Denied. 


The Police Commission met yesterday 
morning. There were present Commis- 
sioners Bradish, Tufts anl Weldon. 

The chief presented. a comunication 
Stating that he herewith turned over 
$5 which had been received by Officer 
Goodman for recovering certain prop- 
erty. Deposited to the credit of the 
police reward and charity fund. 

The report of the chief in reference 
to the application of James Tharp for 
a license at No 712 East First street, 
stated among other things that the ap- 
plicant had formerly kept one of the 
worst places in the city. On motion the 
petition was denied. 


The application of C. A. Henry for 
transfer of license at No. 101 Requena 
street, from John Steiner to himself, 
was also denied on an unfavorable re- 

rt. 

The petition of William Trimble for 
the transfer of license from No. 166 
North Main street, from David Clark 
to himself, was referred to the chief. 

Wong Yen presented an affidavit in 
which he charged that Officer J. E. Fay, 
on the 13th inst.,: while the afflant was 
peacefully and quietly walking near 
the corner of Marchessault and Ala- 
meda streets, ran up to affiant and vio- 
lently shook him without any provoca- 
tion. The matter was referred to a 
committee composed of Commissioners 
Bosbyshell, Weldon and Bradish. 

An application from Willlam T. Mays 
for an apointment as special policeman 
without pay from the city was granted. 

Ex-Detective Bosqui presented a 
somewhat detailed statement in which 
he claimed to be able to prove his in- 
nocence of the charges made against 
him, and asked that the commission 
should have an investigation of the 
charges so that he could have an op- 
portunity to clear himself. 

He stated that the alleged occurance 
took place nearly three years ago, and 
does not think as a matter of equity 
and justice it should be taken up at the 
present time. He also states that he 
is informed, and has reason to believe, 
this prosecution against him is backed 
by one Charles Webber, a notorious 
professional gambler, whose place he 
repeatedly raided in the discharge of 
his duty until the said house was 
broken up. 

Commissioner Bradish moved that the 
petition be granted. 

Commissioner Tufts was in the chair 
and there was no second to the motion. 
Commissioner Weldon moved to amend 
so as to file the communication, and of 
course there was no one to second this 
motion. 

Commissioner Bradish said that in jus- 
tice he thought there ought to be an 
investigation. He had heard a great 
deal of talk about the course the com- 
mission had taken in the matter. 

Commissioner Weldon said he did not 
believe it best to call up the matter 
again. 

Commissioner Bradish said he did not 
like to serve on an investigation com- 


but it was unfair to discharge a man 
without giving him a show.
